Several residents have already written to the Parish 
Council expressing concerns about the proposed 
development at the Hotel by the Topland Group. If a 
formal application is submitted, and Topland have 
indicated that it will be doing so shortly, then the Parish 
Council will be asked to comment on this. We also think 
that it might be useful for residents to have some 
guidance as to the planning process if they wish to 
comment. 

When Planning applications are considered the following 
could be relevant:- 

1) The current development plan - especially relating to 
housing in South Cambs. Are these 41 dwellings really 
required? 

2) Highway safety issues - traffic flow, road capacity, 
access etc. 

3) Effects on existing buildings - overlooking, privacy 
(Acorn Avenue, Foxhollow). Note the height of the 
proposed buildings. 

4) Loss of trees and the removal of part of the grass 
mound. This constitutes the "street scene". 

5) The flooding risk. What steps will be taken to remove 
surface and foul water/ This is especially relevant to 
Bar Hill in view of our recent damage in the Hollytrees/ 
Gladeside areas. 

6) What of the pollution risk - not only noise but air 
quality. 

Individual letters of objection can be sent to the Planning 
Officer at South Cambs and these individual letters are 
often more effective in making local feelings known. 

But, if objecting to a proposal, it is NOT a valid reason to 
state that you do not like it! 

The next Parish Council meeting will be held on 
Thursday 21st April at 7pm in the Parish Council Office. 
Members of the public and press are welcome. There is an 
Open Forum at the start of each meeting for residents to 
put their views across. Minutes of the previous month's 
meeting are on the village notice board. 

Items for agendas must be placed with the Clerk at least 
seven days before the relevant Committee/Full Council 
meeting.
